A Timely Consideration of the 


Shortcake—An 
Epicurean 


Theme. 


Chicago Post: The time has not quite 


come tor strawberries and cream. We 
most "bide o wee," ontil tbe berries get 
warmed through to their hearts. Three 
weeks more and they will be in their per- 
fection—so far beyond the perfection i f 
anything else. Then we shall be discus- 
sing those same old points, "Are the wild 
berries really richer than any cultivated 
ones?" "Can one distinguish the 'King 
of France' from the 'Queen ot Italy':" 
that the little late dark sorts are the 
sweetest of all and that the present 
Fashion of serving great monsters ot 
berries, eaoh on a leaf and with its hull 
intact, is highly roathetio, but not halt so 
satisfactory as our being able to crush 
ihem in sugar and cream. 
At present 


the fruit is of so tart a disposition that 
we would best cook it in one fashion or 
another. There are those who prefer it 
in torts or pies. Others elect the tooth- 
some dumpling as their favorite mode of 
serving, but with a majority of as tbe 
strawberry shortcake has first choice. 
Sow there is the real shortcake—which 
to be real must by all means be "short'' 
—and there is that feeble, sickly, sweet; 
upstart imitation ot it, made ot sponge 
cake and whole berries, which is doing 
much to vitiate the American taste for 
the good things ot onr ancestors. It need 
only be referred to in condemnation. 
Any one who BO desires may manufacture 
it by piling up alternate layers of sweet 
cake and firm berries, and, since nothing 
can make strawberries aught else but 
delightful, it will find its meed of prE.ee. 
The true shortcake is a more difficult 
matter. In the first place, what is known 
as a "light hand" is needed for the short- 
bread, which may well be a feathery bis- 
cuit, made quite "short," or rich. In the 
second place, judgment is essential to 
duly proportion tbe amount of ahortoake 
made to the etiuwberriea and to the 
cream attainable. 
One square inch of 


strawberry shortcake, thoroughly per- 
meated with the crushed fruit, is worth 
far more than is a whole cake gingerly 
supplied with berries. 
As to cream, the 


rule is utterly simple. 
You cannot put 


on too much. 
The berries should be 


crushed and liberally sugared before the 
cake is begun. They are to mellow while 
it is baking. 
Do not roll tho biscuit 


dough, but spread it out lightly in the 
pan with a fork. 
When it is golden 


split it with a hot knife, butter it gener- 
ously, pile half the berries on one portion, 
lay the top in position, pour on the rent 
ot the berries, set it in the oven for a few 
minutes, and serve it with plenty of 
powdered sugar and more than plenty ot 
cream. 
This is the way in which a 


certain blessed maiden aunt makes the 
strawberry shortcake for Sunday night's 
tea, It is simply mentioned in pissing 
that her handiwork does not at all dim- 
inish the affectionate regard in which she 
is held by her nephews and nieces. She, 
to be sure, is a genius, and her master- 
pieces cannot always be equaled, but by 
following these directions one may gain a 
right idea cT the true American ehort-

His Life Term Cut Short by Rapid 


Consumption—Supposed to Have 


Died Without Making the 


Expected Confession. 


JOI.IET, 111., May 6.—Pntriclt O'Sulli- 


van, 
one of the three men sentenced to 


state's prison for life for the murder of 
Dr. Cronin, died in the prison here at 
7:40 last evening. For five clays he hail 
been delirious and unable to recognize 
his friends and relatives who have been 
at his bedside during the last hours. 
Ever since he entered the prison his 
health has been delicate and as lie gave 
up hope of securing a new trial he has 
been declining rapidly, and when a 
month ago he had an attack of the 
grip, it quickly developed into rapid 
consumption. It had been known for 
two weeks that his death was only a 
question of days. 


Of the three men convicted O'Sullivan 


had been the one most likely to make 
a confession, but there is little doubt 
that he died without unsealing his lips, 
unless he told the story of the crime to 
his confessor. 


O'Sullivnn rested quietly throughout 


Wednesday night, and yesterday morn- 
ing Dr. Ferguson, his physician, re- 
ported his condition as slightly im- 
proved. During the day he continued 
in a slightly improved condition, but as 
the sun began to sink behind the walls 
which have imprisoned him so long, the 
pulse beats became fainter and fainter. 


Miss Annie O'Sullivan, the prisoner's 


sister, was at his bedside throughout 
the day and at 7 o'clock his brother 
Henry, frran Iowa, arrived and went 
immediately to the sick room. 


At T:HO o'clock Capt. Kane of 
the 


night watch went to O'Sullivan's ward 
and saw he was dying. 
O'Sullivan 


raised his eyes as the captain entered 
and apparently recognized him for ho 
motioned feebly for him to come to his 
side. Capt. Kane put his ear to the dy- 
ing man's lips and could barely hear, 
tho words coining faintly and slowly. 


"Captain," hi- grasped, "bring—bring 


me—a drink." 


These were tho last words lu> spoko. 


His brother and sister each took a hand 
of the dying prisoner and a look of rec- 
ognition passed over his features. His 
eyelids then closed and a faint fimil 
illumined his foaturos, his limbs gave 
a convulsive twist and the soul 
Patrick O'Sullivan escaped from his 
body. 


O'Sullivan maintained liis innocence 


to the last, anil up to an hour before 
his death he said he was guiltless. 


Father Daniels, who attended the 


sick man during his illness, .said O'Sul- 
livan never spoke a word of confession 
to him, b'lt fully maintained he was in- 
nocent. 


O'Sullivan was :W years old, and en- 


tered the .lolit't penitentiary .January 
14, 1X90. 
The body will be shipped to- 


day to \YihOonsin, where it will bo in- 
terred. 


Patrick O'Sullivaii's connection with 


the conspiracy that resulted in the mur- 
der of llr. P II. Cronin was so obvious 
during the trial and the ovidcnee so 
light tending to clear him has been ad- 
duced since that tho insinuations rather 
vigorously sent out from Chicago in tho 
last few woehs appear hollow to tho rnon 
familiar with the caso. From all the 
evidence ho seems to have entered the 
clan from patriotic motives, somewhat 
diluted by the belief that tho. affair was 
a good tiling to do in a business way. 
His associates in the elan forced him 
along to tlio foro of the conspiracy, and 
finally ho found himself hip-deep in 
murder. 


He was tho main instrument in bring- 


ing Dr. Cronin fix m the Conklm's house 
on tho night of May 4, IBS'), and to 
accomplish the end of the conspiracy he 
deliberately made friends with the doe- 
tor by a cunning use of Cronin's hu- 
mane sensibilities and completely throw 
him off liis guard against the butchery. 
The evidoneo. against O'Sullivan was 
circumstantial, but so strong as to 
leave no doubt of his guilt. In was 
not as strong as tho evidence against 
Coug-hlin and llurko, and if O'Sullivan 
had gonn on tho stand, as ho after- 
wards wisliod ho had, ho might have 
turned its forco. 
Hut standing abso- 


lutely nneontradicted it was sum<'iont 
in the jury's mind to ostabl i.sh his guilt. 
O'Snllivan was not of Iri.sli birth. He 
was bora in America, of Irish parent- 
age.
